The  nature  of  this  Vocabulary,  which  was 
originally  intended  for  private  use,  will  be  suffi- 
ciently evident  without  a  previous  explanation. 
It  was  compiled  with  the  view  of  affording 
examples  to  all  the  rules  for  irregular  nouns, 
adjectives,  and  verbs.  The  genitive  case  of  the 
nouns  and  the  conjugation  of  the  verbs  are  in- 
serted, that  the  scholar  may  be  induced  to  have 
recourse  to  his  Grammar  alone  for  the  genders 
of  the  former,  and  principal  parts  of  the  latter. 

It  is  confessed  that  the  rules  for  genders 
founded  on  termination  are  the  most  natural. 
But  the  utility  of  Lily's  special  rules  in  teach- 
ing the  quantity  of  the  penultima  in  the  geni- 
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tivc  case,  if  they  are  freed  from  his  distinction 
of  acute  and  long,  is  so  obvious,  that  the  Editor 
of  this  little  book,  to  accommodate  it  to  both 
systems,  has  endeavoured  to  be  accurate  in 
marking  the  quantity  of  that  syllable.
